From  the  Editor  s  Desk  .  .  . 

IN  THE  MONTHS  of  May  and  June  there  will  undoubtedly  be 
more  visitors  coming  to  Ohio  University  than  there  ever  have  been 
before  in  a  similar  period. 

The  Mothers 's  Weekend  in  May  will  bring  hundreds  of  mothers 
— and  dads — to  the  campus  for  a  two  or  three-day  visit.  The 
relatives  and  friends  who  will  be  here  when  more  than  900  graduates 
receive  their  degrees  and  diplomas  at  the  June  Commencement  will  be 
counted  in  the  thousands.  Also  among  the  visitors  of  the  next  tew 
weeks  will  be  many  Alumni.  All  will  be  welcome,  but  there  will  be 
an  especial  warmth  in  our  welcome  to  the  "Alums."  We  want  you 
to  come  back,  and  we  will  try  mightily  to  convince  you  of  that  fact. 
And  we  want  you  to  leave  the  campus  determined  that  you  will  not 
wait  for  some  special  occasion  to  prompt  another  visit;  rather,  that 
you  will  keep  up  your  acquaintance  with  alma  mater  by  means  of 
frequent  visits.  Whenever  you  are  in  or  near  Athens  stop  at  the 
University,  and  be  sure  to  make  the  Alumni  Office  a  point-of-call. 
The  "welcome  mat"  is  out  the  year  'round. 

To  you  Alumni  who  haven't  been  back  for  some  time  the  campus 
may  seem  a  little  strange.  But  the  strangeness,  you  may  he  sure, 
will  be  caused  by  the  physical  changes,  the  addition  of  many  buildings 
in  the  years  since  you  were  here.  The  spirit  of  friendliness  still 
pervades  your  University.  The  welcome  that  is  extended  you  from 
President  Baker,  the  faculty,  students,  and  the  Alumni  Office  will 
be  hearty  and  sincere. 

Contributing  to  this  changed  campus  scene,  for  many  of  you, 
are  such  new  buildings  as  the  Engineering  Science  Building  down  by 
the  South  Bridge;  the  new  Student  Health  Center  back  of  the  Presi- 
dent's Residence  and  reached  from  either  Union  or  College  Streets; 
the  Chemistry  Building  across  from  Men's  Gym;  Bryan  Hall,  the 
new  women's  dorm,  and  the  completed  quadrangle  dormitory  for 
men,  both  on  University  Terrace.  Probably  not  in  use  when  you 
arrive,  but  virtually  completed,  will  be  the  new  Natatorium  next 
to  Music  Hall  on  University  Terrace.  You  will  find  under  construe- 
tion  on  College  Street  the  new  $1,000,000  Speech  Building.  And 
if  you  haven't  been  here  in  the  last  two  or  three  years,  you  will  want 
to  inspect  reconditioned  Cutler  Hall,  Ewing  Hall,  and  the  Music 
Building. 

You'll  find  the  campus  beautiful  this  time  of  year.  The  cool 
walks  across  the  Green  under  the  stately  McGuffey  Elms  invite  remi- 
niscent strolling.  The  Elms  themselves,  never  more  glorious,  stand 
silently  but  powerfully  testifying  that  "here  is  permanence — here  is 
something  enduring,  like  a  tried  and  true  friend,  someone  to  return 
to  with  the  assurance  of  understanding  and  hospitality." 

THE  RECORD  graduating  group  of  more  than  900  who  will  leave 
the  University  this  June  points  up  a  persistent  problem  and  one 
of  the  great  regrets  of  your  Alumni  Secretary.  Alumni  rolls  are 
swelling  so  rapidly  that  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  him  to  give  personal 
replies  to  all  communications  from  Alumni. 

But  even  though  letters  of  congratulations  on  marriages,  births, 
or  promotions,  and  the  condolences  in  times  of  bereavement  may 
of  necessity  sometimes  come  to  you  from  an  impersonal  typewriter 
in  the  Alumni  Office,  you  may  be  sure  that  each  one  carries  with  it  a 
very  personal  thought  from  your  Secretary.  If  he  were  to  boast 
about  anything  having  to  do  with  his  career  at  Ohio  University,  it 
would  be  about  the  hundreds  of  friends  he  has  gained  through  his 
office.

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Ohio  University's  two-day,  stream- 
lined Commencement,  June  10  and 
1 1 ,  will  sec  the  largest  graduating 
group  ever  to  take  "the  long  walk," 
the  largest  general  attendance  of  com- 
mencement affairs,  and  the  largest 
number  of  alumni  ever  to  return  for 
class  reunions. 

Formal  graduation  exercises  for  a 
class  ot  some  900  members  will  be 
held  out  of  d(X)rs,  west  of  Alumni 
Memorial  Auditorium,  on  Sunday 
afternoon,  June  II,  at  2:00  P.M., 
Eastern  Standard  Time.  Six  thousand 
chairs  will  be  placed  in  the  shade  of 
campus  trees  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  class,  faculty,  parents,  and 
alumni.  Only  standing  room  will  be 
available  to  the  general  public.  Ad- 
mission to  the  chair  sections  will  be 
by  ticket. 

In  case  of  rain  the  exercises  will 
be  held  in  the  Auditorium  with  at- 
tendance limited,  by  special  tickets, 
to  the  capacity  of  the  building.  2,8.^0 
seats.  The  Ewing  Hall  auditorium 
and,  perhaps,  the  Music  Hall  auditor- 
ium will  be  used  as  overflow  accom- 
modations, with  the  program  brought 
to  listeners  by  wire. 

Robert  A.  Taft,  senior  United 
States  senator  from  Ohio,  will  be  the 
Commencement  speaker.  Degrees  will 
be  conferred  by  President  Baker  with 
the  assistance  of  the  deans  of  the 
various  degree-granting  colleges.  Can- 
didates for  baccalaureate  degrees  cur- 
rently total  some  856  seniors.  The 
applicants  for  masters'  degrees  num- 
ber 48,  while  approximately  24  per- 
sons are  expected  to  qualify  for 
the  Associate  in  Arts  diploma  granted 
to  those  completing  the  new  two- 
year   terminal    programs. 

Dr.  Elton  D.  Trueblood. 
professor  of  philosophy  at 
Earlham  College  and  for  ten 
years  a  professor  and  chap- 
lain at  Stanford  University, 
will  give  the  Baccalaureate 
address  at  a  service  to  be 
held  at  ten-thirty  Sunday 
morning  in  the  Auditorium. 
Dr.  Trueblood"s  books  in  the 
fields  of  philosophy  and  re- 
ligion are  among  the  most 
widely  read  books  of  the  day. 

Saturday,  June  10  will  be 
observed  as  Alumni  Day. 
It  will  be  featured  by  a  Golf 
Tournament   at   the    Athens 
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Country  Club,  Class  Reunion  Lunch- 
eons, Campus  Tours,  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
meeting.  Commencement  Supper,  and 
a  concert  by  the  Ohio  University 
Symphonic  Band. 

Seniors,  alumni  and  faculty  mem- 
bers will  be  eligible  to  participate  in 
the  Golf  Tournament  at  the  Athens 
Country  Club.  The  play  will  be 
medal  handicap,  and  an  entry  fee  of 
$1.00  will  be  charged.  Prizes  will  be 
awarded.

Meals,  other  than  the  Reunion  Lunch- 
eons and  the  Commencement  Supper, 
will  be  served  the  reunioncrs  at  nom- 
inal  costs. 

Because  of  the  prevailing  shortage 
of  rooms  in  Athens,  overnight  ac- 
commodations can  be  guaranteed  only 
to  reunion  people.  Rooms  in  private 
homes  will  be  solicited  for  non- 
reunioners,  however,  and  made  avail- 
able to  them  in  the  order  of  requests 
received.  Should  there  be  any  rooms 
available  in  university  quarters  they 
will  of  course  be  opened  up  to  alumni 
not  in  the  reunion  classes. 

In  order  that  the  June  visitors  may 
see  and  fully  realize  to  what  extent 
Ohio  University  has  grown,  physi- 
cally, in  recent  years,  university 
buildings  will  be  open  for  inspection 
and  tours  organized  for  those  who 
care  for  guidance  in  their  visiting. 
The  tours  will  start  from  Cutler  Hall 
and  will  include  such  new  buildings 
as  Br>'an  Hall,  Scott  Quadrangle,  Na- 
tatorium.

Building. 

The  annual  June  meeting  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  will  be  held  at  three 
o'clock  Saturday  afternoon  in  the 
mezzanine  lounge  of  Alumni  Me- 
morial Auditonum.

The  three  Ohio  University  Branches 
— located  at  Chillicathe,  Portsmouth, 
and  Zanesville — are  now  nearing  the 
completion  of  their  fourth  year  of 
successful  operation. 

President  John  C.  Baker,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
established  these  branches  in  1946  as 
an  emergency  measure  to  better  serve 
the  people  of  the  state.  At  that  time 
countless  young  people  were  being 
denied  admittance  to  universities 
throughout  the  country  because  of  al- 
ready overcrowded  conditions  and  the 
influx  of  an  indeterminate  number 
of  returning  veterans  seeking  an  op- 
portunity to  renew  their  interrupted 
education. 

Ohio  University,  through  the  facili- 
ties of  these  branches,  was  thus  able 
to  offer  an  opportunity  for  college 
training  to  an  additional  1671  stu- 
dents during  1946.  In  addition  to 
making  it  possible 
for  those  students 
to  begin  their  col- 
lege training  with- 
out delay,  the 
branch  colleges 
have  afforded  resi- 
dents of  Southeast- 
ern Ohio,  during 
the  past  four-year 
period,  an  oppor- 
tunity economical- 
ly to  extend  their 
formal  education 
by  two  years  of 
college  without 
leaving  their  jobs 
or  their  home  com- 
munities. Today 
despite  a  nation- 
wide decrease  in 
veteran  enrollment 
and  the  subsequent 
lessening  of  our 
educational  emerg-

cncy,  the  branches  arc  still  retaining 
an  enrollment  comparable  to  the 
original  one — thus  reflecting  the 
widespread  community  interest  and 
support  as  well  as  attesting  to  the 
educational  effectiveness  of  these 
branches. 

The  branches  exist  by  special  legis- 
lative appropriations  as  a  separate 
though  similar  structure  to  that  found 
on  the  University's  main  campus.  The 
branch  director  is  responsible  directly 
to  the  president  and  the  board  of 
trustees;  advisory  to  the  director  is  a 
staff  composed  of  the  academic  deans; 
the  University  treasurer,  the  director 
of  admissions,  the  veterans  coordi- 
nator, the  personnel  deans,  and  the 
registrar  function  in  the  branches  as 
on  the  campus.  Assistant  branch  di- 
rectors are  in  residence  at  each  of  the 
branch  schools.  They  are :  Ellis 
Miracle,  '29,  Zanseville;  Ralph  Elliott, 
"35,  Portsmouth;  and  David  W. 
Wilson,   Chillicothe. 

Under  the  operational  organization, 
all  students  regularly  enrolled  in  the 
branches  are  considered  to  be  "regu- 
lar" students  of  Ohio  University  and 
receive  full  residence  credit  for  suc- 
cessfully completed  courses.  All  of 
the  courses  taught  at  the  branches  are 
on  a  college  level  and  the  same  stand- 
ards of  scholastic  performance  are  re- 
quired of  branch  students  as  of  those 
on  the  main  campus.    To  insure  the 


maintenance  of  these  high  scholastic 
standards  and  the  similarity  of 
courses,  Ohio  University  deans  and 
department  chairman  outline  and 
supervise  all  course  work  in  these 
branches. 

The  faculty  for  these  branches  con- 
sists of  an  approximate  40  percent 
drawn  from  the  resident  staff  mem- 
bers of  Ohio  University,  with  the 
balance  carefully  selected  on  a  part- 
t'me  basis  from  leading  industries, 
the  professions,  and  the  better  quali- 
fied personnel  of  the  local  high  school 
faculties.  In  addition,  visiting  pro- 
fessors from  nearby  Muskingum  Col- 
lege, Denison  University,  and  Mar- 
shall College  (West  Virginia)  have 
been  included  among  the  branch 
faculty. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the 
communities,  the  branches  utilize  the 
local  libraries  as  well  as  office  space, 
classrooms,  gymnasiums,  and  labora- 
tories in  the  local  high  schools.  In 
order  that  the  branch  schedules  in  no 
way  conflict  with  the  local  high  school 
programs,  classes  are  held  in  the  late 
afternoons  and  evenings,  Monday 
through  Friday.  Each  branch  class 
normally  meets  once  a  week  for  a 
period  of  time  equivalent  to  the  num- 
ber of  fifty-minute  class  periods  the 
course  would  have  on  campus.  Thus 
a  course  carrying  three  hours  credit

Some  90  educators  and  business 
men  gathered  at  the  University  lasi 
month  for  the  Fourth  Annual  Con 
ference  on  Human  Relations,  spon 
sored  by  Ohio  University,  Harvard 
Colgate,  and  the  University  of  Kan 
sas.

Vice-Presidents  F,  G,  Barr  and  R,  S.

The  three-day  meeting  included  re- 
ports from  the  various  schools,  group 
discussions,  and  addresses  by  Wallace 
B.  Donham,  of  Colgate,  formerly 
dean  of  the  Harvard  Business  School, 
and  Frit;  Roethlisberger,  of  Harvard. 
Those  attending  the  Conference  from 
the  various  universities  discussed  e.\- 
tensions  of  the  case  method  of  study 
and  instruction  into  other  fields. 
Courses  arc  now  being  offered  by  the 
case  method  in  sociology,  economics, 
government,  public  affairs,  home  ec- 
onomics, and  adult  education.  Edu- 
cators from  those  fields  w'ill  report 
further  on  their  experiences  at  next 
year's  conference,  which  will  be  held 
at  the  University  of  Kansas. 

The  first  course  in  human  relations, 
taught  by  the  case  method  as  it  is  now- 
understood  by  teachers  of  human  re- 
lations, was  offered  at  Harvard  in  the 
Fall  of  194^,  following  several  years 
of  research.  Among  those  making  up 
that  first  class  was  Dr.  George  W. 
Starcher.  '26,  now  dean  of  Univer- 
sity College.  Dr.  Starcher  spent  a 
year  at  Harvard  studying  under  Dr. 
Donham  and  others  who  had  pioneer- 
ed this  study  in  the  art  of  getting 
along  with  people.  In  the  Fall  of 
1946,  he  offered  the  first  course  in

30 — Conference  on  educational  ad- 
ministration; June  30 — Conference  in 
secondary  education;  July  1-31 — An- 
nual Ohio  Valley  oil  and  water  color 
show;  July  12 — State  Department  of 
Educitinn  Dtficials'  conference. 


CERTIFICATES  OF  AWARD 
were  presented  to  184  boys  and 
girls  representing  17  high  schools  at 
the  Fourth  Annual  Southeastern  Ohio 
Science  Day  held  at  the  University.

Proceeds  from  the  dinner,  together 
with  donations,  will  be  used  to  estab- 
lish a  scholarship  fund  and  finance 
each  year  the  enrollment  of  one 
foreign  student  and  one  other  Ohio 
University  student  interested  in 
foreign  affairs.  The  church  women's 
group  declared  that  it  sponsored  the 
observance  "for  the  promotion  of 
better  international  understanding, 
better  relationships  between  foreign 
students  and  the  community,  and  the 
fostering  of  world  peace."

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WHY  THE  TWO-YEAR  PROGRAM?  On 

the  front  page  of  the  March  12,  1950,  issue  of 
the  Cleveland  ^\am  Dealer  a  story  appeared  an- 
nouncing our  two-year  terminal  program.  This  an- 
nouncement has  caused  much  surprise,  wide  com- 
ment, and  many  have  written  to  us  inquiring  about  it.  I  shall  try  to 
explain  briefly  why  we  adopted  this  program,  and,  in  a  later  issue  of  the 
Alumnus,  what  it  is. 

This  announcement  was  not  a  sudden  decision  based  on  a  "bright 
idea,"  but  rather  one  arrived  at  after  five  years  of  study  and  experimenta- 
tion. The  program  recommended  by  various  faculty  and  administrative 
groups  was  approved  by  the  Trustees  at  their  June,  1949,  meeting.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  important  reasons  which  led  to  the  establishment 
of  this  program: 

1.  A  real  need  existed  for  such  a  program,  particularly  in  south- 
eastern Ohio.  For  example,  the  future  of  the  coal  mining  industry  has 
been  clouded  for  some  years.  Many  young  men  who  ordinarily  would 
have  entered  the  mines  may  be  forced  to  prepare  for  other  occupations. 
Jobs  will  be  scarce  locally,  and  this  situation  is  aggravated  by  the  fact 
that  only  a  small  percentage  of  high  school  students  ordinarily  take  ad- 
vanced training.  As  one  student  remarked:  "Four  years  seems  forever 
to  us."  In  many  towns,  for  each  student  who  continues  his  education 
beyond  high  school,  there  are  nine  who  do  not  do  so. 

2.  This  need  was  recognized  by  our  students.  We  discovered  both 
among  our  student  body  and  in  the  community  a  real  interest  in  the  two- 
year  terminal  program.  Last  year  over  two  hundred  students  enrolled  in 
the  experimental  program. 

3.  A  large  percentage  of  students  fail  to  complete  the  regular  four- 
year  curricula.  According  to  various  country-wide  studies,  it  appears 
that  about  sixty  percent  of  the  students  entering  large  co-educational  in- 
stitutions like  Ohio  University  never  complete  the  four-year  program. 

4.  Today  there  is  a  desperate  need  for  broadly  trained  citizens.  Our 
society  needs  above  everything  else  intelligent  voters  and  citizens  willing 
to  assume  local,  state,  and  national  responsibilities,  burdens  var>-ing  all 
the  way  from  membership  on  school  boards  and  city  councils  to  trustees 
and  directors.  Our  present  four-year  college  program  cannot  possibly  train 
all  the  men  needed  for  these  key  positions. 

5.  Ohio  University  is  well  located,  properly  organized,  and  has  a 
wide  diversity  of  courses  making  possible  a  broad  experiment  with  a  two- 
year  program. 

6.  The  cost  of  the  regxilar  four-year  program  is  high  both  for  in- 
dividuals and  for  society.  It  is  hoped  that  by  means  of  a  two-year  program 
we  will  be  able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  higher  education  for  many  individuals. 

7.  Secondary  school  administrators  have  been  unanimous  in  their 
approval  of  this  program,  have  pointed  out  the  demand  for  it,  and  have 
urged  us  to  undertake  experiments  in  this  field. 

We  believe  that  the  exact  measure  of  how  well  any  university  per- 
forms its  function  is  to  be  judged  not  only  on  how  competently  it  instructs, 
but  also  by  how  widely  it  serves  its  clientele.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  two- 
year  program  will  extend  greatly  opportunities  for  education  to  many  indi- 
viduals who  otherwise  might  not  be  able  to  take  advanced  training. 
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tone  poem  entitled  "Poemetto  Aut- 
umnal" by  Guglielmo  Sabatini,  con- 
ductor of  the  Trenton,  N.J.,  Sym- 
phony. Ohio  University  is  one  of  the 
few  schools  in  this  country  possesing 
a  heckelphone.  Band  Director  Charles 
Gilbert  became  acquainted  with  the 
instrument  and  its  inventor  when  he 
v.'as  stationed  in  Germany  in  World 
War  II. 

A  JOINT  EXHIBITION  of  the 
sculpture  of  Juan  Carlos  Ira- 
main,  famous  Argentine  sculptor,  and 
the  paintings  of  his  wife,  Mary  Todd 
Iramain,  was  held  in  the  Edwin 
Watts  Chubb  Library  gallery  April 
.lO-May  7. 

Iramain,  who  is  in  this  country  on 
a  Visitor's  visa,  already  has  shown  his 
v,'orks  and  those  of  his  wife  in  Florida 
and  Washington,  D.C.,  and  has  an 
exhibit  scheduled  at  the  University  of 
Kansas. 

The  show  will  include  a  representa- 
tive collection  of  his  busts,  most  of 
which  are  of  South  American  Indians 
and  other  native  characters.  His  most 
famous  work,  probably,  is  the  "Christ 
of  San  Javier"  mountain  in  Tucuman, 
Argentina,  which  is  almost  150  feet 
high  and  weighs  74,000  pounds. 

TOP  AWARDS  IN  three  fields 
went  to  the  Ohio  University  Post 
at  the  24th  convention  of  the  Ohio 
College  Newspaper  Association  in 
Cincinnati.  The  Post  was  named  the 
best  "daily"  paper  in  the  state.  This 
classification  includes  all  college 
papers  which  publish  more  than  one 
issue  a  week.  Richard  Bitters,  Wap- 
akoneta  senior,  was  editor  of  the 
paper  this  past  year. 

Other  firsts  went  to  Bob  Carboni, 
Ridgefield,  Conn.,  co-editor-elect  of 
the  Po.st,  for  the  best  feature  story 
of  the  year  and  to  Shan  Hofmann, 
of  Trotwood,  for  the  year's  best  sports 
story. 

AN  OIL  PORTRAIT  of  Dean 
Emeritus  Edwin  Watts  Chubb 
was  recently  hung  in  the  library 
which  bears  his  name.

40  years  service 
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Religious  Organizations  at  Ohio  University

"So  dcp.irt  that  daily  thou  maycst 
better  serve  thy  fellowman,  thy 
country,  and  thy  God."  This  is  a 
daily  reminder  to  all  Ohio  University 
students  as  they  leave  the  campus  by 
the  main  gate-  -a  reminder  that  God 
IS  all-important,  a  vital  part  of  the 
growth  of  every  student. 

There  arc  eight  college  religious 
organizations  at  Ohio  University:  Hil- 
lel  Foundation,  Wesley  Foundation, 
Christian  Science  Organization,  West- 
minster Foundation.  Disciples-Baptist 
Student  Foundation,  Canterbury 
Club,  Newman  Club,  and  Lutheran 
Student  Association. 

The  Campus  Religious  Council  acts 
as  a  coordinator  and  provides  a  means 
of  cooperation,  understanding,  and 
stimulation  among  these  individual 
groups.  On  the  Council  are  two  stu- 
dent delegates  and  an  adult  adviser 
from  each  of  the  eight  religious  organ- 
izations and  the  YMCA  and  YWCA. 

The  CounciTs  activities  include  the 
annual  Brotherhood  Banquet,  illustrat- 
ing the  Fatherhood  of  God  that  ties 
together  all  races,  colors,  and  creeds. 
A  Council-sponsored  weekly  radio 
program  was  started  this  year  over 
WOUI,  the  University  FM  station. 
Each    member-group   of   the   Council 
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assumes  responsibility  for  producing 
a  program,  with  the  idea  being  not 
to  present  a  religious  advertisement, 
but  rather  an  adventure  in  religiotcs 
understanding.  Just  prior  to  Easter, 
the  Council  co-sponsored  the  film 
"King  of  Kings,"  shown  free  to  the 
campus. 

Group  Activities 

Hillel  Foundation  is  the  national 
Jewish  college  organization.  The 
"Meet  Your  Professor"  series,  de- 
signed to  bring  professors  and  stu- 
dents together  informally,  is  sponsor- 
ed by  Hillel,  whose  crowning  achieve- 
ment of  the  year  was  the  purchase 
of  its  own  home  on  University  Ter- 
race. 

The  Wesley  Foundation  is  for  stu- 
dents of  Methodist  preference.  With- 
in the  Foundation  are  Kappa  Phi. 
nation.d  Methodist  women's  club,  and 
Delta  Sigma  Theta,  national  frater- 
nity. The  Methodist  group  also  spon- 
sors the  Wesley  Players,  an  organiza- 
tion for  the  production  and  promo- 
tion of  religious  drama. 

The  Christian  Science  Organization 
offers  students  interested  in  that 
religion  a  chance  to  become  better 
acquainted  with  it.  It  also  sponsors 
lectures  open  to  the  campus-at-large. 

Westminster  Foundation  is  the 
organization  for  Presbyterian  stu- 
dents. The  sorority  for  Presbyterian 
women  is  Phi  Chi  Delta.  By  its  own 
program  and  through  its  affiliation 
with  Westminster  Foundation,  it  pro- 
motes the  religious,  educational,  stKial, 
and  spiritual  growth  of  its  members. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Disciples- 
Baptist  Student  Foundation  is  to 
nurture  the  religious  values  of  that 
group  and  to  promote  fellowship, 
kappa  Beta  is  the  national  fellowship 
of  university  women  of  the  Disciples 
of  Christ. 

A  dream  is  coming  true  for  the 
Episcopal  students  at  Ohio  University. 
Soon  they  may  boast  of  th^ir  own 
student  center  right  on  University 
Terrace,  where  a  new  Episcopal 
church,  rectory,  and  student  center 
is  to  be  constructed.  The  Canterbury 
Club  is  the  Episcopal  college  organi- 
zation. 

Some  900  Catholic  students  held 
an  all-campus  rally  this  past  winter, 
with  a  desire  to  arouse  interest  in 
a  proposed  Catholic  Center — their 
dream  of  the  future.  The  national 
Catholic    student    organization,     the 


Newman  Club,  is  designed  with  a 
threefold  purpose:  to  deepen  the 
spiritual  and  enrich  the  temporal  lives 
of  its  members,  to  weld  Catholic  stu- 
dents into  a  common  union,  and  to  as- 
i  st  the  University  whenever  possible. 
Another  goal  of  the  Newman  Club 
s  the  development  of  capable  student 
leadership. 

Although  there  is  no  Lutheran 
church  in  Athens,  students,  with  the 
assistance  of  faculty  members  of  that 
faith,  have  organized  a  unit  of  the 
Lutheran  Students  Association.  Serv- 
ices arc  conducted  every  Sunday  in 
the  Music  Hall  Auditorium  by  stu- 
dent pastors  from  Capital  University 
in  Columbus. 

Anv  student  may  belong  to  one  of 
the  "Y"  organizations,  both  of  which 
carry  on  a  year-round,  intensive  serv- 
ice program  on  and  off  the  campus. 

In  Summary 

In  summary,  it  might  be  said  that 
all  the  campus  religious  organizations 
sponsor  religious,  cultural,  social,  and 
educational  activities  designed  to  con- 
tribute to  the  growth  of  their  re- 
spective members.  Each  group  func- 
tions primarily  for  the  benefit  of  its 
own  members,  but  works  cooperative- 
ly with  the  Campus  Religious  Council 
of  which  it  is  a  part.  The  student 
organizations  work  closely  with 
Athens  churches,  whose  facilities  are 
generally  available  to  them.  The  stu- 
dents, in  turn,  organize  choirs  and 
cooperate  in  the  general  program  of 
dieir  respective  churches. 

Dean  Irma  Voigt,  its  first  presi- 
dent, has  been  actively  associated  with 
the  Campus  Religious  Council  since 
its  founding  in  19 JS  and  is  now  its 
senior  consultant  (officers  are  now 
chosen  from  the  student  body).  Be- 
s-des  the  president,  officers  the  past 
year  were  Harold  Strain,  vice  presi- 
dent, of  Cleveland;  Drusilla  Riley, 
secretary,  of  Uniontown;  LcRoy  La- 
vine,  treasurer,  of  Shaker  Heights. 

The  religious  groups  on  campus  are 
looking  forward  to  tb.e  week  of  Feb- 
ruary 26,  19il,  which  has  been 
announced  as  Religion  in  Life  Week 
at  Ohio  University.  This  week  has 
been  set  aside  by  the  University,  with 
no  other  conflicting  events  to  be 
scheduled,  for  this  much-in-demand 
religious  program  which  is  held  on 
selected  campuses  each  year.

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Report  on  Southeast  Asia

The  challenge  which  American 
foreign  policy  faces  in  Southeast  Asia 
has  three  facets.  China  has  recently 
fallen  under  control  of  a  revolutionary 
Communist  regime  hostile  to  the 
United  States  and  inclined  for  var- 
ious reasons  to  extend  its  influence 
into  Southeast  Asia.  Secondly,  there 
exists  throughout  the  area  varying  de- 
grees of  economic  unrest  and  political 
instability  which  Communist  agents 
can  effectively  exploit.  Finally,  United 
States  efforts  to  influence  events  run 
the  risk  of  incurring  among  indigen- 
ous peoples  the  direct  accusation 
of  assisting  the  reestablishment  of 
European  colonial  controls  and  the 
suspicion  that  we  harbor  designs  to 
dominate  the  region. 

The  most  difficult  situation  is  in 
Indo-China.  There  French  forces  for 
the  last  four  years  have  been  en- 
deavoring without  success  to  put 
down  a  nationalist  rebellion  against 
French  rule  led  by  Ho  Chi  Minh,  a 
Moscow-trained  Communist.  In  an 
effort  to  attract  Annamese  support 
against  Ho,  the  French  government 
recently  and  with  obvious  reluctance 
established  Bao  Dai,  ex-Emperor  of 
Annam,  as  ruler  of  Vietam  and  has 
accorded  his  government  considerable 
local  autonomy.  Persons  who  know 
Bao  Dai  discount  the  suggestion  that 
he  is  essentially  a  play  boy  and  a 
French  puppet;  but  all  observers  ad- 
mit that  he  lacks  a  nationalist  follow- 
ing and  is  dependent   at   present  on

French  support.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, direct  American  military  aid 
to  the  French  will  incur  Vietnam  na- 
tionalist hostility,  a  development 
which  could  easily  poison  our  rela- 
tions with  all  of  the  newly  indepen- 
dent peoples  of  Southeast  Asia,  in- 
cluding India. 

Bolstering  Burman  resistance  to 
any  overt  Chinese  Communist  threat, 
including  assistance  to  dissident  Com- 
munist elements  within  the  country, 
is  less  difficult  than  the  problem  in 
Indo-China.  Britain's  voluntary  with- 
drawal from  Burma  in  January,  1948, 
prevented  the  Communists  from  cap- 
turing the  nationalist  movement,  and 
Burmans  can  evaluate  disruptive 
Communist  tactics  on  their  own 
merits.  The  anarchy  which  threatens 
Burma  poses  a  very  serious  problem, 
but  it  is  only  in  part  attributable  to 
Communist  activities. 

In  all  countries  of  Southeast  Asia, 
the  new  Chinese  regime  can  take 
advantage  of  the  alleged  grievances 
of  resident  overseas  Chinese  to  em- 
barrass the  legal  authorities.  This  is 
especially  true  in  Malaya,  where  the 
Communist  rebels  are  mainly  Chinese, 
and  also  in  Thailand,  where  Chinese 
constitute  an  important  minority 
group.  In  the  Philippines,  the 
Chinese  Communists  appear  to  be 
supporting  the  rebellious  "Huk"  fac- 
tion, which  is  demanding  agrarian 
reforms  admittedly  long  overdue. 
Communist  agitators  in  Indonesia  are 
seeking  to  embarrass  the  newly-born 
Republic  of  Indonesia  by  exploiting 
the  widespread  economic  distress  and 
by  attacking  the  Republic's  agreement 
with  the  Dutch.  The  conditions  ob- 
taining within  the  various  countries 
of  Southeast  Asia  establish  a  frame  of 
reference  within  which  American 
policy,  if  wisely  conceived,  will  have 
to  operate. 

What,  then,  can  America  do?  Any 
effective  program  must  enlist,  first  of 
all,  the  cooperation  of  the  people 
whom  we  would  like  to  protect  from 
the  turmoil  and  tyranny  of  threat- 
ened Chinese  and  Communist  dom- 
ination. This  can  be  done  most  effect- 
ively in  the  economic  field.  The  U.S. 
can  stimulate  through  Point  Four  and 
other  aid  the  maximum  degree  of 
local  cooperation  and  self-help  in  a 
comprehensive  program  of  economic 
integration,  commercial  revival,  and 
social  improvement.  We  must  take 
care  to  divorce  the  program  from  any 
menace  to  newly-won  political   free- 


The  "Alumnus"  is  pleased  fo  present  fhis 
constructive  and  stimulating  statement  about 
Southeast  Asia  by  Dr.  Cody.  Few  persons 
are  as  well-qualified  to  discuss  this  subject. 
Dr.  Cady,  who  joined  the  Ohio  University 
faculty  lost  September  as  an  associate  pro- 
lessor  of  history,  brought  to  the  University 
two  decades  of  research  and  field  work 
dealing  with  what  is  today  one  o(  the 
world's  most  pertinent  problems. 

Listed  in  "Who's  Who,"  Dr.  Cody  has 
written  several  books  and  contributed  to  two 
other  major  works  dealing  with  the  For  East. 
His  latest  contribution  was  Chapter  III, 
'Burma,"  in  "The  New  World  of  Southeast 
Asia,  by  Lennox  Mills  and  Associates,  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  Press,  1949.  His  "Jap- 
anese Administration  of  Burma"  was  pub- 
lished by  the  War  Department  in  1944.  He 
is  a  frequent  contributor  to  learned  period- 
icals. The  article  presented  here  is  a  digest 
of  part  ol  a  discussion  of  the  Southeast  Asia 
problem  which  he  contributed  to  "For  East- 
ern Survey,"  Feb.  8,  1950. 

Dr.  Cady  received  his  A.B.  from  DePauw 
University,  his  master's  degree  from  the  Un- 
iversity of  Cincinnati,  and  his  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  has  taught 
at  the  University  ol  Maine,  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  Marshall  College,  and  Frank- 
lin College,  where  for  five  years  he  was  also 
dean  of  the  college.  From  1935  to  1938  he 
taught  at  the  University  of  Rangoon,  in 
Burma. 

Dr.  Cady  entered  government  service  in 
1943,  as  Burma  research  analyst  for  the  Of- 
fice of  Strategic  Services.  He  joined  the 
Department  of  State  In  1945  as  Burma  desk 
officer,  later  being  assigned  to  the  consul- 
ote-generol  at  Rangoon.  He  returned  to 
Washington  In  1946  and  was  chief  of  the 
branch  for  research  In  South  Asia  when 
he   resigned   to   come  to   Ohio   University. 


doms.  Most  Southeast  Asian  Peoples 
are  more  concerned  about  the  threat 
of  eventual  Chinese  domination  than 
about  the  spread  of  Communist  ideo- 
logy per  se.  But  any  move  in  the 
direction  of  military  security  unac- 
companied by  genuine  economic 
amelioration  would  play  into  the 
hands  of  Soviet  propagandists  and 
would  probably  damage  rather  than 
enhance  American  influence. 

If  a  friendly  and  genuinely  con- 
structive American  policy  can  be 
fashioned  and  be  placed  in  juxta- 
position to  Moscow's  hostility  to  any 
realization  of  nationalist  aspirations 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  violent 
social  revolution,  as  demonstrated  in 
the  case  of  India,  Burma,  the  Philip- 
pines, or  Indonesia,  an  effective  foun- 
dation will  have  been  established  for 
countering  the  Communist  threat. 
Eventually  even  Communist  China 
itself  might  be  convinced  that  its 
essential  interests  lie  not  with  the 
disruptive  program  of  Moscow  but 
with  the  American  policy  of  stimulat- 
ing economic  and  social  progress 
throughout  Eastern  Asia.

he  at  all  surprised.  By  appearance, 
big,  athletic  Jim  Johnson,  Ohio  Uni- 
versity's track  coach,  fits  those  roles.

Both  Johnsons  have 
entered  their  work  in  many  shows, 
including  the  annual  May  Show  of 
the  Cleveland  Art  Museum,  and 
have  consistently  received  their  share 
of  prizes.

Being  listed  in  both  Aniencjii  Men 
of  Science  and  W/io's  Who  in 
Athletics  IS  probably  not  a  unique 
distinction,  but  it  undoubtedly  has 
come  to  only  a  few.  Among  those 
few  is  Ohio  University's  Frank  B. 
GuUum,  "07,  associate  professor  of 
chemistry. 

No  one  will  question  his  right 
to  that  dual-distinction.  Testimony 
enough  in  his  favor  is  the  fact  that 
he  played  an  important  part  in  the 
development  of  two  All -American 
football  players  (one  of  them  virtu- 
ally a  gridiron  immortal)  and  a  man 
who  certainly  would  be  named  to  any 
mythical  "All-American"  list  of 
scientists. 

It's  a  bit  unfortunate  for  this  stor>' 
that  Professor  Gullum's  football  great 
and  his  famed  scientist  can't  be  listed 
as  sons  of  Ohio  Univerity.  but  it 
certainly  adds  to  her  lustre  that  she 
can  claim  Frank  Gulium. 

After    his     graduation,     Professor 


Gulium  worked  a  year  as  a  chemist 
with  the  Rock  Island  Railroad,  going 
then  to  Chillicothe  as  a  teacher  of 
physics  and  chemistry.  In  1910,  he 
became  head  of  the  science  depart- 
ment and  coach  at  East  High  School 
in  Columbus.  It  was  there  that  he 
coached  the  famed  Chic  Harley,  as 
well  as  Ray  Eichenlaub,  who  was  also 
to  win  All-American  honors  as  a 
fullback  at  Notre  Dame,  with  the 
teams  on  which  Knute  Rockne  was 
an   end. 

Another  athlete  at  East  High,  but 
a  boy  whose  fame  was  to  come  in 
another  field,  was  Louis  Fieser,  now 
Dr.  Louis  F.  Fieser,  professor  of 
chemistry  at  Harvard,  who  developed 
the  jelled  gasoline  used  in  the  flame 
throwers  of  World  War  II.  When 
he  came  to  Ohio  University  in  1948 
as  the  speaker  at  the  dedication  of  the 
University's  new  chemistry  building. 
Dr.  Fieser  paid  public  tribute  to  Pro- 
fessor Gulium.  The  noted  chemist 
termed  Frank  Gulium  "the  man  who 
inspired  me  to  continue  the  study  of 
chemistry." 

A  reputable  football  and  baseball 
player  in  college,  himself.  Professor 
Gulium  returned  to  Ohio  University 
in  1918  as  football  coach  and  assistant 
professor  of  chemistr>'.    Three  years 


later,  when  the  demands  of  both 
duties  became  too  much,  he  chose  the 
classroom  and  laboratory.  But  he  has 
never  lost  contact  with  athletics, 
which  he  calls  a  "wonderful  teacher." 
In  his  classroom  and  lab,  as  he  did 
on  the  athletic  field,  he  attempts  to 
make  learning  "interesting  and  desir- 
able— not  burdensome."

THE  BOBCAT  SPRING  sports 
program  shifted  mto  high  gear 
following  the  Easter  vacation  period 
and  at  this  writing  is  moving  along 
under  a  high  head  of  steam  well  on 
the  way  to  a  season  of  outstanding 
success. 

Leading  the  pack  is  the  baseball 
nine  which  has  a  record  of  13  wins 
against  three  losses  with  the  season 
half  completed.  Prospects  at  the  mo- 
ment are  for  one  of  the  best  diamond 
teams  in  many  years,  with  all  observ- 
ers picking  the  Bobcats  to  regain  the 
Mid-American  Conference  laurels 
they  clinched  in  the  1947  and  1948 
seasons  and  which  were  taken  away 
last  year  by  Western  Michigan. 

The  golfers  are  well  along  with 
their  20-match  schedule  with  seven 
wins,  six  losses  and  one  tie,  while  the 
tracksters  have  two  wins  in  their  three 
meets.  Only  the  tennis  team  is  on  the 
red  side  of  the  ledger  with  two  wins 
and  three  losses,  with  one  scheduled 
match  having  been  rained  out. 

To  date  the  Bobcats  have  24  wins, 
13  losses  and  one  tie  on  their  spring 
sports  record,  being  halfway  through 
the  schedule  of  74  events,  including 
the  annual  Mid-American  Conference 
Spring  championships  in  golf,  tennis 
and  track.  Four  scheduled  events 
have  been  washed  off  the  records  by 
rain. 

The  baseball  nine,  performing  for  its 
second  season  under  the  tutelage  of 
Bob  Wren,  currently  is  tied  for  first 
place  in  the  conference.  The  Bobcats 
have  an  even  split  with  Western 
Michigan  and  decisive  wins  over 
Miami  and  Cincinnati  to  their  credit. 

The  baseballers  launched  their  sea- 
son with  the  annual  trip  through 
southern  states,  playing  seven  of  nine 
scheduled  games.  The  opening  tilt 
with  Morris  Harvey  was  halted  by 
rain  in  the  third  inning  with  the 
count  all  even  at  one-each  and  the 
second  of  two  games  with  Lenoir 
Rhyne  was  rained  out. 

In  their  southland  trip,  the  Bobcats 
lost  only  one  game,  to  Elon  by  a  16 
to  15  count,  but  numbered  among 
their  victims  Lenoir  Rhyne  5-3,  Cat- 
awba 4-0,  Virginia  Polytechnic  In- 
stitute 10-2  and  10-8,  and  Marshall 
College  7-5  and  6-1.  The  first  VPI 
game  was  the  initial  defeat  of  the 
season  for  that  team,  always  a  strong 
contender   for   southern   honors. 


The  home  season  was  launched 
Thursday,  April  13,  despite  near 
free::ing  temperatures  and  occasional 
snow  flurries,  with  the  Bobcats  edging 
Wisconsin  7  to  1  in  a  seven-inning 
affair.  Just  two  years  previously  on 
the  same  date,  the  annual  sprmg 
floods  held  the  Ohio  diamond  under 
some  five  feet  of  water  and  caused  a 
delay  in  opening  the  1948  season. 

The  Bobcats  looked  like  a  sorry  out- 
fit in  their  conference  opener  against 
Western  Michigan,  allowing  a  dozen 
free  passes  to  first  base,  hitting  one 
batsman  three  times  with  a  pitched 
ball,  and  committing  eight  errors, 
with  the  result  that  they  handed  the 
visiting  Broncos  an  easy  14  to  4 
victory.  But  the  next  day,  it  was 
an  entirely  different  story.  After 
each  team  tallied  one  run  in  the  open- 
ing inning,  they  battled  on  even  terms 
until  the  eighth  when  the  Broncos 
edged  ahead  with  a  single  run.  Com- 
ing up  in  the  ninth  for  their  last 
chance,  the  Bobcats  really  went  to 
work  and  before  the  Broncos  really 
knew  what  was  happening  had  the 
winning  run  scored  with  the  bases 
still  loaded  and  none  out. 

The  Bobcats  added  Notre  Dame  to 
the  list  4-1  and  then  tacked  two  more 
wins  onto  their  conference  record, 
over  Miami  1  to  0  in  a  pitcher  s  duel, 
and  over  Cincinnati  in  a  romp  14  to 
4.  Their  third  loss  came  with  a  5-0 
shutout  at  the  hands  of  Purdue  in 
Lafayette,  Ind.  There  followed  wins 
over  Xavier  7-5  and  Marshall  14-4, 
and  a  2-1  lead  over  Ohio  State  in  a 
home  game  called  in  the  fourth  due 
to  rain. 

Then  followed  a  double  rout  of 
Western  Reserve  at  Cleveland  to  the 
scores  of  14-1  and  26-3,  wins  over 
Marietta,  9-2,  Miami,  4-1,  and  Cin- 
cinnati 18-6.  Title  hopes  are  hinged 
to  the  outcome,  of  the  Bobcats'  double 
encounter  with  Butler  and  Western 
Michigan's  two  games  with  Reserve, 
the  last  conference  games  of  the 
season. 

Don  Poling  already  has  marked  up 
his  best  record  for  three  years  as  a 
Bobcat  moundsman,  with  a  7-1  record 
to  date.  One  of  the  early  surprises 
of  the  season  was  the  showing  of 
Lefty  Bob  Perman,  a  senior,  who  is 
credited  with  the  Wisconsin  and 
Notre  Dame  victories  for  his  first  year 
of  collegiate  baseball. 
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If  the  Bobcats  keep  going  with 
their  winning  record  and  clinch  the 
conference  pennant,  there's  a  strong 
possibility  they'll  have  the  chance  to 
play  in  the  Distnct  Four  NCAA 
baseball  tournament  as  they  did  two 
years  ago  at  Illinois.  They're  being 
watched  by  the  powers  that  be  in  the 
NCAA  with  the  decision  depending 
on   their   final   record. 

And  scouts  for  many  big  league 
teams  are  frequent  visitors  to  home 
games,  with  their  eyes  on  several 
of  the  Bobcat  players  who  may  be 
given  the  opportunity  of  breaking  in 
the  pro  ranks  after  their  college 
careers  are  completed. 

OF  THE  FOUR  SPRING  sports 
squads.  Coach  Kermit  Blosser's 
golfers  also  have  a  winning  record  so 
far  with  seven  victories  to  six  losses 
and  one  tie.  Since  returning  from 
their  southern  trip  with  a  3-4-1  rec- 
ord, they  dropped  their  first  encount- 
er to  Ohio  State  iWi  to  iVi,  and 
then  racked  up  three  straight  wins. 
Victims  were  Marietta  9J/2  to  iVi. 
Ohio  Wesleyan  11  to  1,  and  Cincin- 
nati 15  to  6.  They  lost  to  Marshall 
"i-l?  at  Huntington,  then  took  the 
honors  in  a  home  course  triangular 
meet  with  Marietta  and  Wayne  24- 
4/2-7^2. 

In  their  southern  invasion,  the  Bob- 
cats lost  their  two  matches  with 
Washington  and  Lee  at  the  famed 
Greenbrier  course  of  White  Sulphur 
Spring,  W.  Va.,  lYi  to  (^Vi  and  2  to 
8;  were  subdued  by  North  Carolina 
U.  23  to  4,  and  then  clinched  two 
wins  over  Elon  24-3  and  North  Car- 
olina State  24-6.  They  fell  before 
Wake  Forest  22  to  5,  whitewashed 
the  Quantico  Marines  10-0,  and 
wound  up  their  trip  with  a  15-all 
match    with    Virginia. 

Back  in  more  familiar  territory 
they  have  been  playing  at  a  .667 
average  with  four  wins  in  six  starts. 
Only  three  more  matches  are  on  the 
schedule  pnor  to  the  annual  Ohio 
Intercollegiate  championships  at  Col- 
umbus, where  the  Ohio  lads  clinched 
third  honors  last  year.  A  return  match 
with  Marshall  will  be  sandwiched 
between    the   Ohio   title   contest   and 
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the  season's  wind-up  ot  the  Mid- 
American Conference  championships 
May  26  and  27  at  Miami. 

CCMCH  JIM  JOHNSON'S  track- 
stcrs.  with  two  wins  in  their 
first  three  starts,  swing  into  the  heavy 
part  of  their  schedule  during;  May. 
culminating  with  the  conference 
meet  May  27  at  Oxford  and  the  All- 
Ohio  championships  June  10  at  Ohio 
Wesleyan. 

The  Bobcats  liad  an  easy  time  tak- 
ing the  honors  in  their  opening  meet 
with  Marshall  and  Akron,  collecting 
92  points  to  4^  for  Marshall  and 
only  1 1  for  Akron.  They  were  sur- 
prised the  following  week  when  the 
Bowling  Green  jinx  remained  in  effect 
and  the  Bobcats  were  edged  7.'^  to  49, 
hut  the  Ohio  lads  maintained  their 
superiority  over  Cincinnati  to  take 
the  honors  67^^  to  541/2- 

Fresh  tracksters  lost  to  Bowling 
Green  75  1/3  to  45  2/0  in  their  first 
meet  and  have  two  more  engage- 
ments, entertaining  the  Ohio  Wesley- 
an Frosh  at  home  May  9  and  the 
Cincinnati  Frosh  on  May   17. 

The  Varsity  outfit  tangles  with 
West  Virginia,  Pittsburgh,  Miami 
and  Western  Reserve  in  a  three- 
week   period. 

The  Ohio  Stadium  track  will  be  the 
scene  of  the  second  annual  revival  of 
the  OHIO  UNIVERSITY  RELAYS 
on  Saturday,  May  1.^.  with  close  to 
80  Class  A  and  B  schools  participat- 
ing. If  weather  and  track  conditions 
are  ideal,  several  new  Relays  records 
are  anticipated. 

WITH  FIVE  MATCHES  sched- 
uled during  M,iy,  the  racket 
swingers  coached  by  Engineering 
Prof.  Al  Nellis  will  have  a  chance 
to  at  least  even  up  their  current 
season  record  of  two  wins  and  three 
losses,  or  with  some  luck  they  can 
move  over  to  the  winning  side  of  the 
ledger  before  they  battle  to  hold  their 
second  place  rating  in  the  conference 
play  May  26  and  27  at  Miami.  Vic- 
tories in  all  five  matches  would  be 
needed  to  equal  or  better  last  year's 
record  of  six   wins  and   three  losses. 

The  Bobcats  nosed  out  Marshall 
in  the  season  opener  4  to  3  on  the 
home  courts,  then  went  on  a  three- 
day  road  trip  which  resulted  in  losses 
to  Oberlin  7  to  0  and  Ohio  State  8  to 
1,  with  the  Wooster  match  being 
rained  out.  Miami  took  the  honors  4 
U)  }  on  the  Athens  courts,  but  Wit- 
tenberg was  beaten  5  to  2  in  a  match 
postponed  one  week  due  to  rain. 

Scores    and    results    of    the    Ohio 


State,  Miami  and  Wittenberg  matches 
this  year  are  identical  with  the  1949 
records,  and  if  this  similiarity  is 
maintained  the  Bobcats  can  be  assured 
of  at  least  three  wins  in  their  last 
five  matches  against  Toledo,  a  new- 
comer, Marshall,  Muskingum  in  two 
matches,  and  Western  Reserve,  a 
newcomer  to  this  year's  schedule. 

THE  ANNUAL  SPRING  FOOT- 
BALL practice  was  concluded 
April  29  with  the  Bobwhites  under 
supervision  of  Backfield  Coach  Jim 
Snyder  edging  out  the  Greencats  di- 
rected by  Freshman  Coach  Frank 
Richey  14  to  8  in  a  hard-fought  con- 
test. 

Bobwhite  scoring  resulted  from  a 
27-yard  dash  by  Halfback  Bob  Haug 
and  an  88-yard  kickoff  return  by  Dick 
Davis.  Bill  Bcvan,  sophomore  full- 
back, tallied  for  the  Greencats  follow- 
ing a  Jim  Kennedy  to  Bob  Sumser 
forward  pass. 

Coach  Carroll  C.  Widdoes  ex- 
pressed himself  as  well  pleased  with 
the  progress  made  during  the  six 
weeks  despite  unfavorable  weather 
conditions  for  a  good  portion  of  the 
period,  but  he  is  not  too  optimistic 
about  the  Bobcat  outlook  for  next 
fall's  10-game  schedule. 

Three  of  four  sophonjores  loom 
as  probable  first  stringers  next  fall 
along  with  last  year's  veterans  who 
in  the  main  were  sophomores.  Well- 
qualified  replacements  appear  at  hand 
for  the  positions  vacated  by  June 
graduates. 


LINE-UP  OF  THE  MID-AMER- 
ICAN Gmference,  now  compos- 
ed of  Ohio,  Miami,  Cincinnati,  West- 
ern Reserve,  Butler  and  Western 
Michigan,  is  due  for  some  revisions 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  University  of  Toledo  was 
voted  into  membership  at  a  special 
meeting  in  April,  but  it  probably  will 
be  a  year  or  more  before  Toledo  can 
be  scheduled  by  all  the  other  members 
and  can  figure  in  the  league  champion- 
ships. 

There  are  strong  rumors  that  But- 
ler will  be  dropping  its  Mid-Am 
membership  in  the  near  future.  But- 
ler recently  became  a  member  of  a 
new  Indiana  college  conference,  and 
the  Bulldogs  have  requested  that  they 
be  left  off  the  1950-51  Ohio  basketball 
schedule. 

Three  or  four  other  schools  have 
expressed  a  desire  to  join  the  strong 
six-team  conference,  but  no  action 
was  taken  at  the  April  meeting.  How- 
ever, general  opinion  is  that  the 
league  will  eventually  become  an 
eight  or  ten-school  group  to  further 
enhance  its  present  rivalry  with  the 
Big  Ten  as  a  conference  strong  in 
all  collegiate  sports. 

WHEN  JOHN  HESKETH  fin- 
ished third  in  the  two-mile 
race  at  Bowling  Green,  it  marked  his 
first  defeat  in  this  race  in  10  meets. 
He  came  in  first  in  eight  1949  meets 
and  in  this  year's  opener.  He  holds 
the  University  and  the  Mid-American 
Conference  records  for  the  two-mile.

already  enormous  investment  of  life 
and  treasure  in  the  future  of  South- 
east Asian  countries,  by  matching 
our  diplomatic  and  military  efforts 
with  an  equally  determined  effort  to 
understand  a  situation  little  known 
and  to  deal  imaginatively  with  it. 
Nor  can  it  be  done  exclusively  on 
government  levels.  Contacts  of 
peoples  and  cultures  will  probably  be 
more  important  in  the  long  run.

(Continued  from  page  4) 
would  meet  for  a  two  and  one-half 
hour  period  once  each  week. 

And,  at  a  time  when  universal  over- 
crowding of  living  and  educational 
facilities  has  been  the  rule,  branch 
students  have  enjoyed  uncrowded  liv- 
ing conditions  as  well  as  those  rela- 
tively small  classes  that  lend  them- 
selves to  personalized  instruction.  Nor 
are  student  activities  neglected,  for 
student  convocations,  social  programs, 
student  government  organizations, 
and,  to  a  limited  extent,  competitive 
athletics  have  been  an  integral  part  of 
the  general  program  in  all  of  the 
branches. 

Undergraduate  courses  normally 
offered  include  botany,  chemistry, 
engineering  drawing,  commerce,  ed- 
ucation, English,  fine  arts,  geology, 
German,  government,  history,  mathe- 
matics, philosophy,  physical  education, 
physics,  psychology,  romance  langu- 
ages, sociology,  and  zoology.  In  ad- 
dition, when  interested  community 
groups  have  been  in  sufficient  num- 
bers to  justify  the  giving  of  junior, 
senior,  or  graduate  level  courses,  such 
courses  have  been  included  for  those 
special  groups  of  adults. 

The  major  portion  of  the  schedule 
of  classes  in  these  Ohio  University 
Branches  consists  of  basic  subjects 
which  provide  not  only  a  broad  edu- 
c.itional  background  for  later  speciali- 
zation, but  which  also  fulfill  the  fund- 
amental scholastic  needs  of  freshmen 
in  all  colleges  and  of  sophomores  in 
the  College  of  Commerce  and  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Thus 
those  branch  students  who  decide  to 
transfer  as  juniors  to  colleges  and  uni- 
versities offering  a  four-year  program 
.ire  accepted  without  devaluation  of 
credit. 

Of  the  350  branch  students  who 
have  transferred  to  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity campus  for  the  completion  of  a 
four-year  program,  the  first  of  this 
group  were  numbered  among  the 
graduating  class  of  1949.  As  on  the 
campus,  the  branch  schedule  of  classes 
for  1950-51  will  be  such  that  students 
may  begin  the  fully-accredited  two- 
year  terminal  program  of  study  lead- 
ing to  Ohio  University's  new  Associ- 
ate in  Arts  Diploma.
